chine being placed at one and of lh# trough, 
which end it elevated aome two or three 
inches. 
T he ground apples, as discharged from 
the machine, are shovelled forward in the 
trough . which it set so close to the press, 
to be conveniently shovelled into it.— 
Tim threshing machine being in order to 
tkreeh grain, needs no alteration to thresh 
apples ; it is set iii the trough precisely 
it sat on '.he barn floor to thresh gram , 
and fed with a large acoup shovel as fast as 
they can be thrown in. 
It grinds tim ap­ 
ples w ell; better than any nut machine 
that I have ever seen, and with a speed 
that will satisfy any one that may try it.— 
I grind with tiro horses ; if, however it is 
desired to increase tim speed, add more 
power. 
In order that my machine shall receive 
so injury from the effects of tbs cider up- 
sn it, I immediately when done grinding a 
lot of appias, take away the punnet from 
the machine, then put it in motion, throw 
in a bucketful or two of water, and then 
run sn armful of dry straw through it, 
which will aieciually dry it h i tw oor three 
minutes.— W ttU rn World.

T il a celebrated Elgin M trihw , deposi 
ted rn Ilia British Museum, ere so call 
from the Earl of Elgin, who, while English 
Ambassador to T urkey, ii i th* year M il, 
received firman* from lh* Hublime Porte, 
allowing him not only lo make drawing 
and casts of the 
sculptures of ancient 
Athens, hut also " to take away soy piece* 
of sums with old inscriptions or figure* 
thereon." Accordingly, after several year*' 
labor, he succeeded i i i acquiring the col- 
lection of sculptures, nearly SAMI in num­ 
ber, which hear his name. 
Th# reason 
assigned for removing these works of art 
(rom their ancient home was, they were 
receiving constant injury from the hindi 
of the Turk*, and were exposed to entire 
destruction. In the year INItt, the British 
Parliament |Mireha*ed 
them 
from l.nrd 
Elgin for the sum of 
and they 
are thus secured for th* benefit of the 


public. 
These Marbles consist in part of Mimes, 
columns, sculptures in alto and baa relief, 
urns, aud tablets with inscriptions. 
Many 
of them are believed lo have been designed 
aud executed by Phidiaa, the great M ister 
of the art, more than 4bO years before the 
Christian Era. Pericles, the liberal patron 
of the art, was at that time at the head ol 
the Athenian government and lie entrusted 
to Phidias the direction of many public 
works, aud the erection of the temple of ll**- 
Parthenon. 
T his structure, lite 
crown­ 
ing grace of the Acropolis, was of tim 
Doric 
order of architecture and con­ 
tained a statue of Minerva, by Phidias, of 
ivory and gold. 
T h e exterior decorations 
of the Parthenon consisted of sculptures 
upon tile metopes, the fnese and the pedi­ 
ment, IlNi of which may be found in the 
Elgin collection. 
T he metope*, alternat­ 
ing with the tnglyphs, ornamented the en­ 
tablature surm ounting the colonnade.— 
Sixteen of these, including one cast in 
plaster, are preserved. 
They represent 
the battle between the Centaurs sud the 
Athenians, sculptured iii alto-relievo, iii 
some parts entirely detached from the ta­ 
blet. 
T h e frieze, which embellished tile 
wails within the colonnade, surrounded the 
temple and represented the eaered pro­ 
cession which took plaee at the Panathene* 
a festival in honor of Minerva. T h o aculp- 
turea from the p e d i m e n t sr* chiefly statues 
of various Gods. 
Beside these ornam ents 
from the Parthenon, there are many from 
the Ereclheum , and other tem ples and 
public building of Athens.
